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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of 
the  Urban  District  Council  of  Failsworth. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  1962.  The  longer  serving  members  of  the  Council  will 
have  become  familiar  with  the  changes  in  pattern  and  layout  of  this  Annual 
Report  over  the  years.  I hope  that  Councillors  will  again  find  both  tables 
and  lists  in  the  body  of  the  report  self-explanatory,  and  will  find  the  w'hole 
report  a useful  source  of  reference. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population,  at  20,530,  is  an  increase  of  500 
on  the  1961  figure,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  further  similar  rates 
of  increase  may  be  anticipated  for  some  years  as  a result  of  continued 
housing  development.  There  was  a fractional  decrease  both  in  total  births 
(408)  and  deaths  (227)  accredited  to  the  district,  and,  as  in  recent  years 
it  will  be  noted  that  the  four  major  causes  of  death  are  diseases  of  heart 
and  circulation  (70  deaths),  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (42 
deaths),  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (40  deaths)  and  cancer  of  all 
sites  (36  deaths).  These  four  disease  groups  together  are  thus  responsible 
for  more  than  four  out  of  five  deaths. 

I would  again  explain  to  members  the  value  of  using  the  “ adjusted  ” 
birth  and  death  rates  in  comparing  local  birth  and  death  rates  with  national, 
or  other  district  figures  : this  is  a statistical  device  to  eliminate  the  effect 
that  local  peculiarities  of  age /sex  structure  of  population  may  have  on 
crude  rates.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  some  increase  in  the  total 
of  infant  deaths  in  the  year,  but  the  statistical  effect  of  even  a couple  of 
infant  deaths  will  be  immediately  apparent  in  comparing  the  Illegitimate 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  (153.8  per  1,000)  with  the  “Nil”  figure  of  the 
previous  two  or  three  years.  It  is  as  well  to  exercise  considerable  caution 
in  interpreting  such  rates. 

There  was  a decrease  of  some  20%  in  notifications  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  year,  principally  the  result  of  decreased  prevalence  of  scarlet 
fever  and  measles.  Members  will  note  especially  that  there  was  no  case  of 
Diphtheria,  Smallpox,  Poliomyelitis  or  Whooping  Cough — the  four  diseases 
for  which  artificial  immunisation  should  now  be  routine,  but  it  would  be 
perhaps  premature  to  assume  that  our  preventive  measures  are  perfect. 
It  is  however  fair  to  claim  that  this  is  a measure  of  what  can  be  achieved, 
provided  the  public  are  willing  to  play  their  part  in  taking  advantage  of 
modern  immunological  technique  and  in  not  waiting  to  “ Cry  Havoc  ” 
when  the  wolf  is  coming  through  the  door. 

In  the  appropriate  section  of  this  report  it  will  be  noted  that  249  new 
houses  were  erected  in  the  district  during  the  year  and  that  the  clearance 
programme  was  proceeded  with,  41  houses  being  demolished.  The  Council 
is  now  within  sight  of  completing  its  programme  of  dealing  with  nearly 
400  unfit  houses,  and  in  coming  months  will  meet  to  consider  carefully 
further  policy  in  housing  clearance,  in  particular  the  probability  that 
increasing  use  is  likely  to  be  made  of  “ Clearance  Area  ” procedure.  During 


the  year,  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  spent  a disproportionate 
amount  of  time  in  endeavours  to  persuade  a few  householders  to  put  their 
premises  into  a reasonable  state  of  cleanliness  and  repair,  and  it  is  perhaps 
a matter  of  regret  that,  at  times,  your  staff  have  to  make  use  of  legislation 
that  was  intended  to  deal  with  housing  squalor  of  previous  generations. 

The  Failsworth  No.  2 (Lord  Lane)  Smoke  Control  Area,  covering 
some  500  properties  and  further  development  of  465  premises  came  into 
operation  on  1st  November,  1962,  and  the  No.  3 (Dunkerley  Avenue) 
Smoke  Control  Order,  including  a further  538  properties  was  submitted 
for  Ministerial  approval  in  December,  1962.  As  I pointed  out  in  my  last 
annual  report  the  principal  objection  to  extension  of  Smoke  Control  appears 
to  be  the  disparity  in  price  between  smokeless  fuels  and  the  raw  materials 
from  which  they  are  derived  and  in  view  of  the  technological  change  in  the 
Gas  Industry  with  importation  of  natural  gas  and  production  from  very 
low  grade  fuels  in  the  pilot  Lurgi  plants,  it  is  apparent  that  a more  positive 
approach  to  solid  smokeless  fuel  production  cannot  be  indefinitely  delayed. 

In  my  last  report  I also  made  reference  to  the  problems  presented 
by  the  large-scale  pig  farming  in  Woodhouses  district.  Close  supervision 
was  maintained  over  the  operation  of  these  farms,  and  it  does  appear  that 
the  majority  of  the  farmers,  together  with  the  Council  now  have  a clearer 
understanding  of  their  mutual  problems.  A partial  solution  will  of  course 
be  found  in  the  sewering  of  the  Woodhouses  district  following  up  on  the 
extension  and  reconstruction  of  the  Council’s  sewage  works,  and,  after 
protracted  negotiations  and  a Public  Enquiry,  the  Council’s  proposals 
have  been  accepted  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 
Yet  it  is  equally  certain  that  the  Council  will  need  to  display  considerable 
financial  expertise  and  persuasion  if  the  farmers  are  to  be  encouraged 
to  discharge  piggery'  effluent  into  an  extended  sewerage  system  and  it  will 
not  be  easy  to  reach  an  equitable  scale  of  charges. 

Finally,  I must  again  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  the  Clerk,  my  Deputy,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  staff  for  their  ready  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year. 
I am  also  indebted  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  assistance 
in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES— GENERAL 

There  was  some  decrease  in  total  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases 
in  the  district  during  the  year,  due  principally  to  the  reduced  incidence  of 
measles  and  scarlet  fever. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Although  no  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  district  since 
1948,  the  continued  scattered  cases  and  outbreaks  of  the  disease  in  several 
parts  of  the  country  emphasise  the  need  for  striving  towards  immunisation 
of  all  children.  Currently  only  two  out  of  three  children  are  presented  for 
immunisation. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever,  28  notifications 
having  been  received  as  against  53  in  the  previous  year.  It  was  of  a mild 
type  which  enabled  all  but  one  case  to  be  nursed  at  home. 


ACUTE  PNEUMONIA  (Primary  and  Influenzal). 

14  cases  were  notified  against  12  in  the  previous  year. 
Broncho-pneumonia  is  not  notifiable  and  is  now  responsible  for  a 
higher  mortality  than  Classical  Acute  Pneumonia  ; 13  deaths  from  this 
having  been  reported  in  the  year. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

No  case  occurred  during  the  year. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

No  case  occurred  during  the  year. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

No  case  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year  nor  was  there  any 
outbreak  in  surrounding  districts.  It  is  now  3 years  since  a case  was 
notified  in  Failsworth  and  it  would  seem  fair  to  claim  that,  as  with  smallpox 
in  the  late  nineteenth  century,  and  diphtheria  two  decades  ago,  there  is  no 
reason  why  this  disease  should  again  prove  a major  threat  to  a civilised 
community.  Even  those  opposed  to  immunisation  on  moral  grounds 
must  surely  admit  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  advance  any  convincing 
alternative  theories  for  the  spectacular  decline  in  national  incidence  of 
the  disease  in  the  past  5 years. 
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SMALLPOX. 

No  case,  or  suspect  case  occurred  in  the  district  although  a number 
of  scattered  outbreaks  of  the  disease  occurred  in  various  parts  of  the  country 
in  the  first  few  months  of  the  year,  and  demand  for  vaccination  rose 
spectacularly  as  a result  of  the  scries  of  cases  in  the  West  Riding  of 
Yorksliire.  As  until  Poliomielitis  in  1961,  it  was  once  again  demonstrated 
that  those  most  insistent  on  immediate  large-scale  immunisation  were  all 
too  often  those  who  had  hitherto  been  convinced  “ conscientious  objectors  ” 
to  vaccination. 

MENINGOCOCCAL  INFECTION. 

No  case  occurred  during  the  year. 

MEASLES. 

There  was  some  decline  in  the  incidence  of  measles  during  the  year. 
The  majority  of  cases  were  mild. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

For  the  first  time  since  Whooping  Cough  was  made  notifiable  in  1939, 
no  cases  have  been  notified  during  the  year.  This  is  again  a disease  which 
one  hopes  could  be  virtually  eliminated  assuming  parents  are  prepared 
to  accept  the  responsibility  of  securing  routine  immunisation  for  their 
children  in  early  infancy. 

DYSENTERY. 

There  were  19  notifications  of  dysentery  which  were  of  the  Sonne  type. 

This  type  of  dysentery  is  very  prevalent  in  the  community  but  because  of 
its  mild  nature  many  of  those  affected  do  not  call  in  medical  advice  and 
thus  remain  unknown  to  the  Health  Department.  The  disease,  although 
seldom  dangerous,  has  a considerable  nuisance  value  especially  in  nurseries 
and  infant  schools. 


FOOD  POISONING. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 


PATHOLOGICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS.

No  action  has  been  necessary  relating  to  tuberculosis  employees  in  the 
milk  trade,  nor  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering 
from  the  disease. 

The  duties  of  tuberculosis  visitation  are  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the 
County  Council.

Arrangements  for  immunisation  can  be  made  at  Firs  Hall  Clinic  or  by 
arrangement  with  the  Family  Doctor. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the  Assistant  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  are  also  School  Medical  Officers  and  Clinics  are  held  at  Firs

A School  Dental  Officer  is  in  attendance  each  morning.  Treatment 
is  by  appointment  only. 

CARE  OF  CHILDREN  UNDER  THE  CHILDREN  ACT,  1948. 

The  work  in  connection  with  Infant  Life  Protection  and  Adoption 
of  Children  is  carried  out  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  The  area 
Children’s  Officer  for  this  District  is  Miss  Shrigley  at  Enville  House, 
Scotland  Street,  Ashton-under-Lyne.  (ASH  2933). 
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DAY  NURSERIES. 

There  are  two  day  nurseries,  one  of  37  place  accommodation  at 
Oldham  Road,  and  one  of  50  place  accommodation  at  Totton  Road, 
which  are  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council.  There  is  also  one 
day  nursery  attached  to  a cotton  mill  in  the  district. 

AMBULANCE. 

Ambulances  serving  the  district  are  based  at  Middleton,  Crompton  and 
Ashton  ambulance  stations,  and  are  under  Radio  Control  from  Radcliffe 
Control  Centre  (RAD.  3021). 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  primarily  intended  to  provide  assistance  in  the  home 
where  necessary  because  of  illness,  infirmity  or  advanced  age.  Applications 
for  the  services  of  a Home  Help  should  be  made  to  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 

This  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  through  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the  district  nurses  serving  the  area  are: 
Miss  E.  M.  Kirk  & Miss  F.  White,  326,  Ashton  Road  East,  Failsworth 
(FAI  4311)  assisted  by  Mrs.  J.  Metcalfe,  153,  Old  Road,  Failsworth 
(FAI  2573),  a state  enrolled  nurse.  The  services  of  a male  nurse  are 
available  if  required  in  particular  cases. 

CONVALESCENCE. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  make  arrangements  for  certain 
categories  of  convalescent  patients  to  have  periods  at  convalescent  homes 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  general  practitioner. 

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

Provision  for  their  care  is  made  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
in  conjunction  with  Voluntary  Moral  Welfare  Organisations. 

WELFARE  SERVICE. 

The  Lancashire  County  Coucil  provide  five  homes  for  the  elderly, 
three  are  situated  within  the  Division  and  two  in  Oldham  County  Borough. 

A sixth  Divisional  home  will  probably  open  during  the  month  of 
August,  1963,  making  a total  of  199  beds  available  in  the  Divisional  area. 

The  statutory  services  comprising,  health  visitors,  home  nurses, 
home  helps  and  laundry  service,  co-operate  with  the  voluntary  bodies 
providing  chiropody,  home  visiting,  meals-on-wheels,  etc.,  in  order 
to  enable  old  people  to  continue  living  in  their  own  homes. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Chest  Clinic  is  situated  in  the  Oldham  and  District  Genera 
Hospital  where  all  suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  referred.  X-ray 
facilities  are  available  at  the  Clinic. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICE. 

Hospitals  available  to  residents  of  Failsworth  are  : —

AND  CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  and  the  work  done  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  during  1962. 

Steady  progress  is  being  maintained  with  regard  to  demolition  of 
unfit  houses,  but  it  is  regrettable  to  note  that  there  does  not  yet  appear 
to  be  any  effort  on  the  part  of  owners  to  provide  additional  amenities  in 
tenanted  houses,  although  many  owner  occupiers  have  taken  advantage  of 
the  financial  assistance  provided  by  Standard  Grants. 

Much  time  is  taken  in  connection  with  work  under  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  1956,  particularly  in  relation  to  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

Although,  there  have  been  criticisms  of  the  main  purpose  of  Smoke 
Control  Orders,  i.e.,  elimination  of  burning  of  bituminous  coal  on  household 
firegrates,  these  have  become  fewer  and  as  the  areas  converge  to  include 
larger  numbers  of  houses  the  occupants  are  coming  to  realise  the  benefits 
of  using  the  alternative  smokeless  fuels. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  more  people  are  converting  to  gas  or 
electricity  as  a means  of  heating  rooms. 

In  connection  with  solid  smokeless  fuels,  “ Phimax  ” produced  by 
the  Gas  Board  is  in  great  demand  as  it  can  be  used  in  a very  similar  manner 
to  coal  but  there  is,  however,  the  constant  complaint  regarding  price, 
and  unfortunately  the  prejudice  against  coke,  which  is  cheaper,  is  still 
widespread,  particularly  amongst  older  people. 

Due  to  regular  twice  yearly  baiting  the  rat  population  in  the  sewers 
appears  to  be  very  small,  but  it  is  essential  to  continue  with  this  work  as, 
without  control,  there  would  be  a rapid  increase  in  numbers. 

With  regard  to  surface  infestations,  however,  there  has  been  some 
increase  during  the  year,  but  fortunately  most  of  the  infestations  were  of 
a minor  nature  and  were  dealt  with,  without  any  delay. 

In  submitting  this  report,  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Members 
and  Officials  of  the  Council  and  in  particular  to  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  invaluable  co-operation  and  assistance  which  I have 
received  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
WATER  SUPPLY. 

All  dwellinghouses  in  the  District  are  supplied  direct  from  water 
mains.  The  District  is  supplied  by  Oldham  Corporation  ; As'nton-under- 
Lyne,  Stalybridge,  Dukinfield  and  District  Water  Board  ; and  Manchester 
Corporation. 

Fifty-six  samples  of  treated  water  going  into  supply  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  All  but  three  were  reported  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Some  complaints  are  still  being  received  regarding  low  water  pressure 
in  houses  due  to  silt  from  the  mains  blocking  the  service  pipes. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  river  Medlock  adjoins  the  Sewage  Works,  and  receives  the 
sewage  effluent.  It  flows  along  the  south-east  border  of  the  district.  On 
the  opposite  boundary  of  the  district  is  the  Moston  Brook,  which  flows 
into  the  river  Irk. 

A smaller  brook,  named  Lord’s  Brook,  flows  into  the  Medlock,  and 
another  small  stream  occurs  near  the  Cemetery. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

All  drains  are  examined  before  being  covered  in,  and  smoke  or  water 
tests  applied  where  applicable. 

The  sewers  in  the  district  are  partly  brick  and  partly  pipe.  Most 
of  the  storm  water  finds  its  way  into  the  sewers.  They  are  periodically 
flushed  and  are  vcndlated  by  open  manholes  and  gratings.  House  drains 
are  well  trapped  and  soil  pipes  are  properly  ventilated.  The  sewage  is 
treated  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works. 

The  storm  water  overflow  sewer  completed  in  1961,  is  to  be  connected 
to  a new  relief  sewer,  which  is  in  course  of  construction  and  it  will  then 
function  as  a normal  sewer. 

Treatment  of  Sewage  at  Disposal  Works. — The  dry-weather  flow 
of  sewage  exceeds  1,250,000  gallons  per  day.  The  sewage  enters  the 
works  through  a cast-iron  pipe,  3 feet  in  diameter.  The  crude  sewage  is 
treated  with  lime  and  ferrous  sulphate  and  passes  through  detritus  tanks, 
on  through  precipitation  and  settling  tanks,  and  through  12  sprinkler 
filters,  the  effluent  being  subjected  to  humus  tanks  and  strainer  filters 
before  being  discharged  into  the  river  Medlock. 

The  alterations  to  the  Disposal  Works  are  still  under  consideration. 

Woodhouses  is  unsewered  and  most  of  the  drainage  finds  it’s  way 
into  ditches  and  water  courses. 
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Lord’s  Brook,  which  flows  through  Failsworth  and  joins  the  River 
Medlock,  is  seriously  polluted  before  entering  the  District,  but  it  is  further 
polluted,  however,  by  drainage  from  houses,  farms  and  piggeries  on  the 
West  side  of  Medlock  Road.  The  drainage  from  the  houses,  farms  and 
piggeries  on  the  East  side  of  Medlock  Road  finds  it’s  way  to  the  River 
Medlock. 

When  the  new  sewer  for  Woodhouses  is  constructed  it  will  take  the 
drainage  from  most  of  the  houses,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  many  of  the 
farms  and  piggeries  will  also  be  connected. 

FARMS  AND  SWILL  BOILING  PLANTS. 

During  1962,  there  has  been  a considerable  improvement  in  connection 
with  the  smells  from  the  farms  except  for  limited  periods  when  spreading 
is  being  carried  out. 

One  of  the  farmers  has  discontinued  the  boiling  and  using  of  swill 
and  if  more  farmers  would  use  the  method  of  feeding  pigs  without  swill 
one  of  the  main  objections  to  the  pig  rearing  farms  would  be  removed. 

The  serious  problem  of  drainage  of  farms  in  Woodhouses  is  still  with 
us,  however,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  discharging  the  farm  effluents 
into  the  proposed  new  sewer  is  so  great  that  no  farmer  has  made 
application  to  the  Council  for  permission  to  connect  farm  drains  to  the 
sewer. 

The  discharge  of  piggery  effluent  on  to  land  or  into  streams  and 
ditches  in  such  a confined  area  is  most  unsatisfactory  and  the  cost  of 
discharging  the  effluent  into  the  sewer  should  be  further  considered  to 
see  if  a figure  more  attractive  to  the  farmers  would  enable  an  agreement 
to  be  reached.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Three  7/81  cu.  yd.  and  One  10/11  cu.  yd.  Karrier  Bantam  refuse 
collectors  are  employed  full  time  on  the  collection  of  refuse  and  one 
additional  Karrier  Bantam  is  used  as  a spare  vehicle  for  emergencies. 


A special  once  weekly  collection  of  paper  salvage  is  made  from  certain 
shops  and  business  premises,  but  generally  trade  refuse  and  salvage  are 
collected  during  the  normal  course  of  the  house  refuse  collection  service. 


The  personnel  of  the  Department  is  25,  comprising  a foreman,  four 
drivers,  sixteen  ashbin  men,  two  tip  attendants,  one  rodent  operator  and 
one  paper  baler. 

Refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  7539  premises  and  a regular 
weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  apart  from  the  holiday  periods. 

The  Council  have  operated  a scheme  for  the  maintenance  of  dustbins 
as  a charge  upon  the  general  rate  fund  since  1st  April,  1949  ; 512  dustbins 
were  provided  under  the  scheme  during  the  past  year. 


All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  low  lying  land 
near  Broadway,  adjoining  the  Manchester  Boundary.  This  land  is  adjacent 
to  the  Council’s  Lower  Park  and  tipping  is  at  present  taking  place  to 
extend  the  area  used  as  football  pitches. 

Fuel  Ash  produced  at  a nearby  Power  Station  is  purchased  in 
sufficient  quantities  to  enable  the  refuse  to  be  properly  covered  each  day. 


The  tip  has  only  a very  limited  life  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
conserve  tipping  space  for  domestic  refuse.  To  overcome  our  temporary 
difficulties  a further  layer  is  being  added  to  the  rear  half  of  the  tip. 

It  is  essential,  however,  that  there  should  be  no  undue  delay  in  pro- 
ceeding with  the  cul verting  of  a portion  of  Moston  Brook  as  agreed  by  the 
Council  in  1960.  Tenders  have  been  received  for  the  work  and  approval 
of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  is  awaited. 

A Bristol  Duplex  Tractor  with  blade  and  bucket  was  purchased  to 
replace  the  Aveling  Barford  Calfdozer  which  had  been  in  use  for  some 
years. 
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One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  by 
one  of  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  to  which  is  attached  a trailer  tank 
for  the  purpose. 

The  tank  is  emptied  in  the  Council  yard  into  a manhole  connected 
to  the  main  sewer. 

A Karrier  Yorkshire  Diesel  engined  800  gallons  capacity  combined 
gully  and  cesspit  emptier  is  used  for  the  regular  and  efficient  cleansing  of 
street  gullies.  Cesspools  are  emptied  on  request. 

Street  Cleansing  is  carried  out  with  a Johnston  Suction  Sweeper 
supplemented  by  3 street  orderlies  working  on  a beat  system.

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TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS,  CAMPING  SITES,  ETC. 

The  number  of  moveable  dwellings  in  occupation  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  four.  These  were  regularly  inspected  during  the  year  and  the 
conditions  were  found  to  be  reasonable. 

No  site  licences  have  been  issued. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Sixteen  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  the  year.  No  legal 
action  was  taken,  but  it  was  found  necessary  on  a number  of  occasions  to 
inspect  the  boiler  plants  at  factories  in  an  endeavour  to  reduce  the  output 
of  smoke. 

A new  boiler  house  fitted  with  oil  fired  boilers  was  constructed  at  the 
Springfield  Laundry. 

A joint  scheme  for  the  investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  has  been 
formed  by  twenty-six  Local  Authorities  and  apparatus  has  been  installed 
at  59  sites  throughout  the  area  of  the  participating  authorities.  A lead 
peroxide  gauge  is  installed  at  the  Council’s  yard  in  Sisson  Street. 

The  Failsworth  No.  2 (Lord  Lane)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1961  was 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  came 
into  operation  on  1st  November,  1962. 

The  Failsworth  No.  3 (Dunkerley  Avenue)  Smoke  Control  Order, 
1962  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for 
approval. 


DISINFESTATION. 

80  houses  were  treated  with  insecticides  containing  D.D.T.  or 
Dieldrin  ; 70  were  infested  with  cockroaches,  3 with  bugs,  3 with  silverfish, 
2 with  earwigs  and  2 with  flies.  The  results  obtained  were  very  satisfactory. 
Re-inspections  were  taken  to  check  for  re-infestations  and  the  occupiers 
were  advised  on  precautions  to  take. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

One  trained  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  part  time  on  this  work. 
Regular  surveys  were  made  and  all  complaints  given  prompt  attention. 
All  sewers  in  the  district  received  two  treatments  in  accordance  with 
the  methods  approved  by  the  responsible  Ministry,  and  routine  inspections 
and  treatment  were  made  at  other  Council  properties. 

The  South  East  Lancashire  Advisory  Committee  meets  twice  yearly 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Divisional  Pests  Officer,  joint  action  is  planned 
between  representatives  when  necessary.
